Moser feels that Jackson 
was the most important 
president of the 19th century, 
and that publishing his papers 
will help provide a better 
understanding of how our 
country got to where it is 
today "Projects such as this 
are the best way for us to learn 
who we are and what we are 
about," Moser said. 

Moser continued to say that 
most of these writings came 
from 200-300 repositories 
around the world, including 
libraries, museums and 
private collections He 
doesn’t expect the project to 
be completed until 1993, and 
even then, he feels there may 
be some gaps, he says "For 
example, there are several 
references made to the 
Jackson Family Bible, a 
Ganeva Bible from 1560. 
There are only 24 known

Chancellor Smith 
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Concerts in P.E. Complex: 
reasons are questioned 


A year has passed since the matter of bolding 
coocerts in the PE Complex was first presented 
to the Administration by the UTM SGA. and. as 
reported in last week's Pacer, no final decision 
has been reached to date 

In a memorandum from Phillip Watkins, vice 
chancellor for Undergraduate Life, to the SGA 
Cabinet members and others, five points were 
outlined and given as reasons against 
promoting a concert in the PE Complex 
Reason A states “the likelihood of costly 
damages to the facility for which SGA would be 
liable " According to SGA Vice President 
Steve Hyers. the "promoter has agreed to take 
financial responsibility for any damage done " 
This response would appear to more than 
adequately answer the concern expressed in 
Reason A. 

Reason B states: “Liability for personal 
injury resulting from accidents, etc Does a 
concert present more opportunity for personal 
injury than a sporting event? The Complex 
was primarily built for sports, so personal 
injury accidents, etc are always a problem for 
the physical education department and the 
UTM Administration alike 

Reason C says: “our inability to exercise 
proper control over outsiders, especially 
juveniles " We assume that “outsiders" are 
individuals outside the UTM campus: how 
many outsiders attend the sports events 
deemed fitting for the PE Complex? With the 
athletic future of UTM being one of the most 
important current considerations of the 
Administration, a main objective must be to 
increase ticket sales to outsiders, thereby- 
providing another problem for the physical 


Voter apathy reappears 
during student elections 


Apathy has once again reared its boring head 
M- the University of Tennessee at Martin. 

Voter turnout for the Student Government 
Association elections held earlier this month 
was depressingly light. 

Approximately 1700 students bothered to pick 
up a ballot and vote last week. With over 5,000 
students at UTM, this means that two-thirds of 
the student body did not vote. 

As usual, the commuter turnout for the 
elections was very small Commuter par¬ 
ticipation in most campus activities is 
traditionally small. 

One reason for the light turnout may be the 
questioned validity of the candidates. Some 
students may have abstained from the voting 
for this reason. 

But once again, it was uninterested students 
who did not force the elections to be held in a 
more respectable and official manner who 
must be held partially to blame for the poor 
turnout 

The candidate speak-out held the Monday 
before the elections also drew only a handful of 


COMP test is valuable 


The A1DP is to be commended for its role in 
scheduling the College Outcome Measures 
Project (COMP) at UTM, scheduled (or May 3, 
Through the COMP evaluation of selected 
UTM freshmen and seniors, the AIDP and its 
director of instructional improvement, K Paul 
Jones, can determine the value of an un¬ 
dergraduate education at UTM when compared 
with other universities in the United States 
An insight into UTM's academic relationahip 
with other universities will serve many 
educational and social purposes One of these 
is the increased confidence of current students, 
as well as that of those who are in the process of 
choosing a reputable college to attend 
Students appreciate universities which are 
proven qualified to instruct them in their 
chosen disciplines 

In addition, when a student makes a four- 
year emotional, educational, social, moral and 


financial committment, he is glad to know that 
his university and department are capable of 
giving him what he needs to become a 
productive member of society. 

What effect will this knowledge have? 

The COMP is a precise and reliable method 
of determining the overall quality of UTM By 
using randomly selected volunteers who have 
comparable ACT scores, COMP further en¬ 
sures that the information will realistically 
reflect the differences between UTM graduates 
and graduates from other universities. 

This collective evaluation is needed to point 
out disciplines that need improvement, as well 
as those where a satisfactory job is being done 

This data, when used together with other 
evaluations, should be reliable in comparing 
UTM to other universities. 

COMP is a step ahead for UTM—a step in the 
right direction. 
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education department and UTM in general In 
addition, the promoter has agreed to hire the 
personnel necessary to satisfy the 
Administration's requirements. 

Reason D: "greater traffic and parking 
problems and damage from driving and 
parking on unpaved areas ." Why did they build 
a facility with the capacity for 8.000 and not 
consider parking until the concert issue was 
brought up? Once again, the brightening 
athletic future of UTM may face another 
problem 

Lastly. Reason E “the negative public 
image that accompanied concerts would be 
greater with larger crowds" Besides 
questioning the validity of an "image" problem 
in presenting concerts on the UTM campus, one 
must wonder if the image of UTM is being 
considered over the wants of a student body 
that is currently helping to pay for the PE 
Complex 

Dean Watkins further states in his 
memorandum “I do not personally believe 
that the benefits derived from having a concert 
in the PE Complex are worth the risks and 
actual costs to the University, especially when 
this is not really an integral part of the mission 
of the University." Since the Complex was 
built to house sports events, we ask: Is this any 
more an “integral part of the mission of the 
University” than a concert? Where is the line 
drawn that separates “integral” from un¬ 
necessary? It would appear that sports and 
recreation are considered integral, while 
concerts are not Moreover, who draws that 
line? The students, the PE department or the 
Administration? 
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Take a stand for God 


students. The audience barely outnumbered 
the candidates 

Considering the size of the “speak-out" 
audience and the results of a student poll 
conducted by The Pacer last week, however, 
perhaps it was best that many students did not 
vote as they knew little about the candidates. 

Fifty percent of the students polled had no 
opinion on the elections Many were unaware 
of the controversy surrounding the elections in 
spite of entire front page coverage given to the 
elections two weeks ago. 

Students on this campus deserve exactly 
what they get if they refuse to become involved 
in campus activities 

This overwhelming failure to get involved 
has infected the UTM campus for years and is 
not a new story. 

This year more important issues were at 
stake than usual The Board of Trustees 
position, the questionable validity of the 
Election Commission, and the student ac¬ 
tivities fee proposal were all topics in which 
every student should have participated

Health Warni ng: 
Beware Of Sunlamps 


It’s the time of year 
when many are eager to get 
a head start on that summer 
tan —under sunlamps, at 
home or in those fashion¬ 
able new "tanning huts” 
around the country. 

Serious damage to your 
eyes can result from even 
relatively short exposure to 
sunlamps without adequate 
protection, according to the 
American Association 
of Ophthalmology (AAO)— 
medical eye physicians. 

"Your eyes are quite vul¬ 
nerable to the concentrated 
ultraviolet radiation from 
sunlamps,” says Leonard 
Flom, M.D., an ophthalmol¬ 
ogist. "Looking directly at a 
sunlamp, even for a few 
seconds, can result in a pain¬ 
ful condition known as 
photokeratitis. Usually tern* 
porary, this causes the eye 
to burn and feel sandy or 
gritty under the lids. Medical 
treatment is required. 

A longer direct exposure 
can actually scar the cornea 
of the eye and could per¬ 
manently impair vision. 

Burned eyes are a serious 
problem that is avoidable 
through simple precautions. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA) recently 
reported more than 8,000 
persons were treated in hos¬ 
pital emergency rooms 
alone in 1979 from sunlamp 
related injuries — most of 
them skin bums and eye 
irritations. FDA has estab¬ 
lished a new safety require¬ 
ment for sunlamps — in 
homes or in tanning huts, 
health clubs and spas — 
which mandates protective 
goggles, among other 
provisions. 



It's a bright idea to 
properly protect your 
eyes from sunlamp rays. 

“Only these goggles can 
properly shield the eyes 
from severe bums, even 
vision damage,” says 
Dr. Flom. "Sunglasses can 
not handle such concen¬ 
trated ultraviolet radiation 
and, certainly, cotton balls 
will not do the job. 

"Be sure cosmetics are 
removed before the next 
session under the sunlan>p. 
Some contain oil which can 
cause special sensitivity to 
the radiation. 

"Some medications also 
can increase such sensitivity, 
so don’t hesitate to check 
with your physician before 
using a sunlamp if you are 
taking medication or believe 
you are particularly sensitive 
to ultraviolet.” 

Most experts consider 
one minute in a tanning hut 
equal to upwards of an hour 
in outside sunlight. So use 
a sunlamp which comes 
with clear instructions 
recommending distance and 
exposure times. 

Use sunglasses when tan¬ 
ning outdoors. Here they 
are effective, particularly to 
protect that sensitive skin 
on eyelids and around the 
eyes.

Dr James Richardson of 
the physical education 
department at UTM is con¬ 
ducting fat tests in order to 
determine "...the relationship 
of fat to lean muscle mass."

The skin fold test is em¬ 
ployed by Dr. Richardson to 
determine the results There 
are different tests for men and 
women. 

Results from the test are 
calculated against a scale and 
enable Richardson to 
recommend a program to 
correct any problems related 
to the area of fat-to-muscle 
relationships. 

Richardson points out that a 
physician should be consulted 
before the testing and follow¬ 
up program begin.
